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Cartoons the Subject of Lecture and Demonstration 


Tom Folds, free-lance cartoonist 
whose drawings have appeared in 
Collier’s, The Saturday Evening 
Post, and a number of other maga- 
zines, will give an illustrated lec- 
ture and demonstration on ‘“Car- 
toons and Cartoonists” in George 
Washington Hall, Friday evening at 
8:15. To ilustrate his lecture, Mr. 
Folds will make large drawings 
which he will give away to students 
afterwards. 

Mr. Folds will also explain why 
editors accept certain ideas and re- 
ject others. He will draw upon his 
experience of producing over 1200 
ideas or “gags” for magazines and 
advertising concerns, in order to 
make this point clear for the benefit 
of amateurs who occasionally send 
in ideas they consider worthy of 
publication. Inventing gags, as he 
will demonstrate on Friday eve- 
ning, can become a full-time occu- 
pation in itself. : 

Along with his sketches he will 
show slides of cartoons by Arno, 
Steinberg, Vip, reorge Price, 
Bemelmans, and _ other leading 
comic artists, explaining their meth- 
ods of working and characteristics 
of their style. One of the most re- 
vealing of these slides dem- 
onstrates the difference between a 
eenuine Peter Arno cartoon created 
for an advertising concern and a 
similar drawing by a “hack” artist 
hired by the same company at a 
lower price to imitate Arno’s style. 


Here it is possible to study, detail 
for detail, some of the subtle quali- 
ties which distinguish the work of 
a topnotch artist from that of a 
mere follower. 


Like Arno, Reginald Marsh, Rich- 
ard Taylor, and a few others of his 
illustrious predecessors, Tom Folds 
began his professional career dur- 
ing his undergraduate years at 
Yale, where he edited the Record 
and produced gags and cartoons on 
the side for New York periodicals. 
After college, feeling the need for 
more thorough technical training, 
he enrolled in the Yale Art School 
to study drawing, painting, and de- 
sign for four years. In his spare 
time he taught drawing in a night 
school, designed wallpaper for stu- 
dent rooms in the new quadrangles 
at Yale, worked for a syndicate 
which published his drawings in 
various Big Ten and Fastern col- 
lege football programs, and painted 
a number of murals, including a 60- 
foot project for the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

During the past ten years Mr. 
Folds has given lectures and dem- 
onstrations on cartooning to many 
different kinds of audiences, 
ranging from preparatory school 
students to members of the armed 
forces. For each talk he prepares 
new ideas and cartoons based on 
local subject-matter. 

The demonstration will be open 
free to the public. 


Fire Burns Over

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VICTORY GARDEN HINTS 

Corn, bush beans, melons, 
squash, may be planted after May 
fifteenth. Tomato plants may be set 
out at the end of the month when 
danger of frost is past. 

Corn: Plant corn in hills 8 tol2 
inches apart, 6 seeds to a hill. Thin 
out to three plants. In planting Hy- 
prid corn, plant three rows of one 
kind in blocks. Do not plant in 
drills. All corn may be planted at 
one time, using two or three dif- 
ferent varieties with progressive 
dates for maturing. “Spancross” 
and Marcross are early yellows ma- 
turing in 70 days. Carmelcross ma- 
tures in 78 days. Golden Cross Ban- 
tam matures in 88 days. These are 
Hybrid varieties. Do not remove 
suckers at base of plants. Hill up 
very carefully. 

Bush Beans: ‘‘Bountiful” and 
“Tendergreen” are resistant to 
plight, but Tendergreen has better 
flavor. Pencilpod, Brittle Wax, 
Black Wax, are best yellows. 

Pole Beans: Kentucky Wonder 
are excellent and last year’s prize 
winner, Potomac is worth trying. 

Lima Beans: Choose early ma- 
turing variety for Massachusetts. 
Baby Fordhook Bush matures in 70 
days. Hendersons’ Bush and Wood's 
Prolific mature in 68 days. Plant 
Lima Beans in trench. Three to four 
beans every 6 inches. Do not thin 
out. Cover with one inch of soil. If 
ground is warm, plant seeds June 
Ist. 

Melons: These require care to 
erow well. Dig hole 6 to 7 inches 
deep, allowing four feet between 
hills. Put in two or three forks full 
manure with dusting of superphos- 
phate and cover with 2 inches soil. 
Plant 6 to 7 seeds to hill. As plants 
erow, gradually fill in hole. Mulch, 
dust every ten days with rotenone. 
“Delicious” and “Golden Cham- 
plain” are 10 to 20 days earlier than 
‘Ben‘ders’ Surprise.” 

Tomatoes: 3 Classes: ist Class: 
Warly Variety. ‘“‘Farthest North’ 
matures in 38 days. 

2nd Class: Indeterminate Type. 
“Victor,” best variety. Bounty, Penn 
Heart. Never prune this type to- 
mato. Victor grows well on light 
soil. 

3rd Class: Main Crop: “Rutgers”, 
best variety. Marglobe, Pritchard. 

To plant tomatoes successfully— 
® forks full manure in hole—cover 
with soil, then plant. Later, add a 
little commercial fertilizer. Mulch 
well and then let alone. Do not 
over fertilize. Prune, leaving one 
stem with 2 forks. Stake on poles 
8 feet above ground.

I am in a fairly large 
city and probably one of the véry 
cleanest in this whole country, and 
still it is dirtier than anything I 
have ever seen. Bven the people 
themselves are very dirty and think 
nothing of laying down in the street 
or sidewalk or gutter to sleep for 
the night. Sanitation is all open 
drainage, and when walking down 
the street you have to watch out 
for the garbage being thrown from 
the windows above. Even with all 
the filth, the climate and general 
surroundings are so much better 
than the rest of the country, we are 
indeed fortunate to be stationed 
here. We are just another of the 
many links in the great supply 
chain from the states. Unlike many 
of the boys over here, I am in a 
position where I have a radio, elec- 
tric refrigerator, electric fans and 
all the other comforts of home. A 
tough battle we call it. The people 
themselves are very interesting, be- 
cause they are all interested in be- 
coming free and particularly are 
interested in hearing all they can 
about our Utopia back home, and 
being so proud of it, we freely open 
our mouths. The country is rather 
backward, but learning all the 
time. Everything is done by hand 
labor, including the laying of all 
the road. The use of trucks, road- 
graders and steam-shovels is quite 
unheard of. Really a great oppor- 
tunity for an ambitious engineer. 
Once again, many, many thanks 
for your wonderful bundle.

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Fire Man-Power 


Box 4 rang — and no one an- 
swered. Meantime a forest fire 
progressed in West Andover. 

Box 46 rang a few Sunday morn- 
ings ago, Nearly five minutes passed 
before anyone showed up. Mean- 
time a tremendous fire ate its way 
through some partitions in a big 
apartment block. 


Last year Box 52 rang early one 
morning. That’s the one that will 
ring if ever the Townsman gets on 
fire; that’s the one we dash off to, 
come Hell or high water. We ar- 
rived as the few men available were 
breaking into the Burns company 
and the Andover Lunch to try to 
stop what might have been a disas- 
trous fire. We saw Chief Buchan 
dashing off to a telephone, and he 
said: “I’m going to call North An- 
dover; boy, what a fire depart- 
ment!” 


Some day we’re not going to be so 
lucky; some night we’re not going 
to have enough men and the thing 
is going to get beyond control. 
Then we'll probably do something 
about it. 

We have very good equipment, 
but in fire-fighting as well as in 


manufacturing, machines are no 
good unless you have the men to 


use them. 


Several things could be done. In 
the first place, call men could take 
their obligations a little more seri- 
ously. Checking in at the fire sta- 
tion saves them the dollar forfeit 
they have to pay if they don’t an- 
swer a box alarm, but it doesn’t 
help much in putting out fires. Call 
men belong out on the fire line 
during a fire, not hanging around a 
fire station. 

More regular men could be used. 
At times now, with ambulance serv- 
ice taking some of the regular men 
out on calls, the pieces in the sta- 
tion are undermanned. If we get a 
bad fire sometime that we have 
this situation, we’re going to regret 
it. The extra help could easily be 
paid for by changing our ambulance 
policy, so that a charge would be 
made for the use of the ambulance 
by those who were in a position to 
afford it, and most of us are. 

Something really should be done, 
and done soon. There’s no telling 
when we are going to be in a po- 
sition where we will feel tragically 
sorry that we did not provide the 
right amount of manpower for our 
fire department.
